MR. HENRY EAGAR, THE 
MAN of the middle houses (Ed. 
note: this is one of a three part 
series of interviews with the unit 
directors by Jerry Fitzgerald) 

Q. Please give a brief descrip- 
tion of your responsibilities and 
duties as the Unit Director of Lap- 
pas (B) House. 

A. I am basically the principal of 
a small school. I report directly to 
Mr. McCarthy. I am responsible 
for maintaining a good educational 
environment. I try to get to know 
all of these students. I‘ll soon be 
talking to the honor roll student- 
s.and as time permits I will speak 
with ail of the 600. It is difficult to 
get to know everyone. 

I am responsible for the physical 
aspects of this building , repair, and 
cleanliness. Every third week I do 
teacher substitutions. 

Q. Why are there no mirrors or 
doors in the student men’s room? 

A. The doors came off because 
they were bent out nf shaoe. I’d go 


there and find six people deep, 
some hanging from the doors. It is 
discouraging to see this kind of 
destruction. I understand the lack 
of privacy. Doors have been or- 
dered. Mr. Gargas has promised 
new doors. (Mr. Gargas is with the 
school maintenance deoartment). 


GRAFFITI AND LITTER 

I understand that Johnny loves 
Mary and Mary loves Johnny, but 
please not in our school. Becuse if I 
find Mary and Johnny they will 
have some work to do. The way 
students throw trash around is de- 
pressing. After home room period 
the halls look littered. These same 
corridors were spotless before 
school. The custodians do a great 
job. They shouldn’t have to put in 
the extra work. They are busy 
guys. 

The school is in pretty good con- 
dition. We’ve been in business for 
15 years and the school looks good. 


Q. Do all of the unit directors use 
the same set of rules and punish- 
ments for the same offense? Stu- 
dents complain that there are 
differences with the different unit 
directors. 

A. It is true that we do treat 
people differently. If I get two stu- 
dents in my office for cutting a 
class, and one is for the first time 



and the other for the tenth time, I 
will be tougher on the ten time 
cutter. We basically use the stu- 
dent handbook as a guide 

Unit directors are different, just 
like kids are different. Our func- 
tion is not to suspend , but to keep 
students in school. 

Q. Do you consider your self 
more lenient or more or more 
strict than the other unit 
directors? 

A. Neither really. We basically 
do the same things and give the 
same punishment. If I have a cer- 
tain problem I will get to see either 
Mr. Codair or Dr. Faria,and work 
the problem out. The three of us 
work very well together. 

Q. Here in Peabody the drug 
problems is definitely evident. Do 
you think that the problem is worse 
than five years ago? 

A. Well, I really don’t see the 
problems I did in 1981. Either the 
kids are getting better at hiding 
“it” or I’m getting older. If I do 
find a problem, I will talk it out 
with the student, his parents and if 
necessary the police. We have an 
agreement, the police and the 


school. If there is a problem we 
work it out together. 

Q. Mr. Eagar what are you. per- 
sonally, doing about the drug prob- 
lem and what are the penalties? 

A. Well, Jerry, here’s a sample 
situation. I have a student turned 
over to me that was found using 
drugs. First I will talk to him, then 
call his parents. Then confiscate 
the rest of the drugs from that 
students. Next, I will get a witness, 
usually another unit director, and 
we will do a search of the assigned 
locker. After this, the police are 
notified. They usually talk it over 
with the kid and the parents or 
follow general proccedure. But if it 
is a dealer I will come down harsh, 
as harsh as I can. 1 will ! So will the 
police! So will the courts! Depend- 
ing on the situation, this could be a 
5 to 10 day suspension. 

Mr. Eagar is a very fair person, 
as a principal of a small high 
school, or unit director of Lappas 
House. He will take the time for 
you, whatever type of student you 
have been or hope to be. He follows 
the guidelines. Life is easier for 
everyone when the students dotoo..

Financial Aid Increases 
But Only If You Apply 


Last year, thousands of students 
didn’t even bother to apply to the 
college they most wanted to 
attend. 

Grades were not the problem. 
Many of these students would have 
been accepted at the college of 
their choice anyway. 

The problem was that these stu- 
dents assumed they couldn’t at- 
tend their first-choice college 
because their family couldn’t af- 
ford to pay the whole cost of at- 
tending college. They decided 
there was no point in applying to a 
college they couldn’t pay for. 

But according to the College 
Scolarship Service (CSS)-the fi- 
nancial aid division of the college 
board -students who limit their op- 
tions and rule out colleges because 
of high costs alone may be making 
a big mistake. Actually, many stu- 
dents and their families can’t pay 
the full cost of their education 
without outside help. And CSS ex- 
pects more than $20 billion in fi- 
nancial aid to bo available in 1987- 
88 to help students attend the 
colleges they like the most, but 
can’t afford to pay for on their 
own. 

Most financial aid is awarded on 
the basis of financial need, which is 
based on the difference between 
the amount your family can pay 


and what the college costs. What a 
family can pay stays the same- 
, whether you attend an inexpen- 
sive college or a costly one. So, as 
college cost go up, your financial 
need increases,buf the amount you 
have to pay stays the same. At a 
higher-cost college you will have 
greater financial need, and will be 
eligible for more financial aid, be- 
cause the difference between the 
amount your family can pay and 
what the college cost is greater. In 
fact, if the college you like can 
meet your full financial need, the 
cost to you may be the same as it 
would be at one that costs less. 

So don’t let estimates of high 
costs discourage you. Don’t give 
up on the college you really want to 
attend simply because you’re not 
sure you can afford it. The only 
way you’ll know for sure if you can 
afford the college of your choice is 
to apply for both admission and 
financial aid.

Keep your opinions open. Find 
out what you have to do to apply 
for financial aid .when you have to 
do it,and/jow to do it right the first 
time. And if you have any question- 
s ,ask someone: your counselor or 
a college financial aid administra- 
tor. It’s worth the effort !
